Those redactions are frustrating and clearly contain 
nothing requiring national security protection, 1 need those references to add authenticity to my story. In my "Sources" I 
state DIA sent me those reports. I believe we agreed at ou r meeting that it was ok to keep them in. If those references 
were redacted because the reviewer thought they might reflect badly on DIA, I remind you that your Prepublication 
Review Policy paragraph 3.4 states: "Information will not be denied release because its public disclosure may reveal 
administrative error or inefficiency.” 

As you stated after our meeting, we need to get the attache story out. Attaches are a very important element of DIA. 

But we must be sure we are telling a true story.
